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LOLLIE BASTIN’S SURPRISE. 

The feature of the racing at Shefifield yester- 
day was the three-quarters of a mile handicap, 
in which the three placed horses finished noses 
apart. It was a triumph for the handicapper, 
but a blow to the talent, as Lollio Eastin just 
managed to beat the odds on favorite Assignee. 

A very large crowd took advantage of the fine 
weather, and saw a capital afternoon’s racing, 
the finishes being close. The track was fast and 
three State records were broken, Lollie Eastin 
knocking a quarter of a second off the three- 
quarters of a mile mark, Cunarder four seconds 
from the mile and a half hurdle, and Miss 
Young a quarter of a second from the five and a 
half furlongs. 

The handicap at three-quarters of a mile, 
which was the principal event of the day, was 
somewhat robbed of its interest by the scratch- 
ing of Magnet, w'hile Miss Young and Walkover 
also declined the issue. Assignee of course was 
the favorite, and 7 to 10 appeared a very liberal 
price to lay against him. The Kitten was off in 
front to a good start, with Millie M second. 
Assignee getting away last. At the half The 
^ Kitten led by a head, with Assignee second, half 
a length in front of Lollie Easton. Round the 
turn Assignee was cut off, and at the three- 
quarters Lollie Easton led, with The Kitten 
second and Assignee in third place. In the 
stretch Assignee showed in front, and at the 
eighth pole the lot closed up. In a rattling 
finish Lollie Easton won by a nose, with Assignee 
second, the same distance in front of Tne Kit- 
ten. Simmons came very fast at the end, but 
could not get through. 

In the opening event Lucinda and Mollie King 
were the choices. The Sculptor behaved him- 
self, and backed by his stable, though he got 
off badly, won a good race by a head from 
Santa Cruz. It was very close for third place, 
but Repeater got the verdict. 

The books laid a liberal price against Zamar 
II in the 2-year-old race. Laredo got the best of 
the start, aud led for a furlong. Zamar II then 
went to the front, and he and Yours Truly raced 
together to the end, Honig’s colt winning han- 
dily by a length. 

There were some speedy ones in the third race. 
Outgo opened favorite, but Evanatus and Roy 
Lochiel were both backed and went to the post 
equal first choices. Roy Lochiel’s leg did not 
trouble him yesterday, and, off first, he made the 
running followed by Hartford Boy andbrodhead, 
with Evanatus lying back. In the stretch Roy 
Lochiel and Brodhead seemed to have the race 
between them, but at the sixteenth pole Dorsey 
brought up Evanatus with a rush, winning by 
two lengths, Roy Lochiel beating Brodhead a 
nose for the place. 

My Luck was an odds on favorite for the 
hurdle race, but Cunarder beat him easily. 
South Park was no good. 

In the last race Miss Young was the favorite. 
Walkover raced in front nearly the whole jour- 
ney, Miss Young taking the lead in the last six- 
teenth and w inning by three lengths, with Walk- 
over second. 

Wiley Jones, the jockey, arrived at Sheffield 
^ yesterday. He will ride for Chas Hughes.

A license has been granted by the Jockey club 
to the Breeders’ Mile Track Association, Old 
Orchard, Me., to conduct a race meeting under 
Jockey club rules for two weeks, beginning on 
or about August 11.

It will be interesting to see how 
the two-year-olds will sell, particularly Chan- 
tilly, the own sister to Kirkconnel, and Ste. 
Adresse, own sister to Raconteur and Child- 
wick, -which pair cost $19,000 at Doncaster last 
September. Another filly, Altesse, by Amphion, 
out of Marchioness, cost $13,500. 

There is mourning in Cincinnati over Caesar- 
ian’s departure and W. Muir of McNaughton & 
Muir is shabbily quoted as declaring that if he 
had thought Byron McClelland’s price of $1500 
was “on the level” the colt would never have 
left Cincinnati. Muir said: “Caesarian can 

win a barrel of money in California next fall 
and winter. The going is soft nearly all winter, 
and his dickey legs ought to last a long time on 
that kind of a track. It was the chance of my 
life and I missed it.” The size of the barrel and 
the kind of money would have been interesting 
items. Why were they not nominated?

1896 FUTURITY CHANCES. 



One can hardly select a surpassing racing 
figure like Potomac, His Highness, Morello or 
Domino for the Futurity of 1896. The race is 
just two months away. What noble conditions 
it has? They will always be a monument to 
their framer, the dead J. G. K. Lawrence, per- 
haps the most intelligent figure American racing 
has seen. The stake has steadily forc ed the best 
into the sports literature and performance. In 
eight years too its net value to winners has, been 
$416,6(X), averaging $52,075. No better condition 
than the $4,000, $2,500 and $1,000 to the breeders 
of the first three in the Futurity was ever in- 
jected into a stake book item. The best built 
stake offering are those which spur the most 
competitors to hard trying. The Futurity map 
is a model in this line and worth quoting. Here 
it is : 

The Futurity to be run Saturday. August 15, 
1896. A sweepstakes for two-year.olds foals of 
1894, by subscription of $20 each, or only $10 if 
the money be sent with entry, for mares covered 
in 1893, and of $50 each for the produce of such 
mares unless struck out by July l5, l895, or $100 
unless struck out by July 15, 1896, All starters to 
pay $250 additional, all of wliich shall go to the 
second and tuird horses, as further provided. 
The Coney Island Jockey Club to add $17,500; 
the second to receive $2,000 of the added money 
and two-thirds of the starting money; the third 
il.(KX)of the added money and one-ehird of the 
starting money. The breeders of the winner, of 
the second horse and of the third horse, namely, 
the owners of the mare at the time of foaling, 
to receive $4,0(X), $2,500 and $1.(XKJ of the added 
money, respectively, whether they be the own- 
ers of the horse when the race takes place or 
not. Winners of $5,000, 3 lbs.; of two races of 
$5,000, or of one of $10,000, 7 lbs.; of four of 
$5,000 or two of $10 ,(Xj 0, or of one of $20,000, 12 
lbs. extra. The produce of mares or stallions 
which have not produced a winner prior to Jan- 
uary 1st, 1891, allowed 3 lbs. : of both, 5 lbs,, the 
produce to be entitled to such allowance at 
time of starling, whether claimed or not in the 
entry of the mare. Maidens allowed 10 lbs., 
which allowance shall not be cumulative. 
Mares may be entered by persons not their 
owner, the owner having the prior right. If a 
mare entered in this stake drops her foal be- 
fore the first of January, or if she has a dead or 
more than one foal, or is barren, the entry of 
such mare is void, and the subscription, if paid, 
will be returned. By filing, prior to July 15, 1895, 
with the Coney Island Jockey Club, an accept- 
efi transfer of the produce with its engagement 
for the Futurity Stakes, the original subscriber 
will be released from any liability as to the en- 
gagement of the produce. Should a subscriber 
or transferee die before the race, the entry shall 
not be void, provided it be assumed by the then 
owner of the horse ; notice in writing to that 
effect accompanied by the payment of all ac- 
crued liabilities for such horse in the stake, 
being given within three months after such 
demise. In such case the entry shall bo inde- 
pendent of all other racing obligations or entries 
of the original subscriber or transferee. Futur- 
ity course, about three-quarters of a mile. 

The Coney Island officials estimate that the 
1896 Futurity will be worth $60, (XX) or $65,000 in 
all and therefore some $45,000 or $.50,0(X) to the 
winner. 

The Stake closed January 2, 1894. with 920 
nominations, of which 169 are void, 212 declared 
at $10 each, 77 at $20 each, 42 at $60 each, and 6 
at $70 each, leaving 414 nominations still eligible. 

Of the 414 eligibles more than half have not 
yet been uncovered. There should still be some 
good youngsters among the nominations made 
by August Belmont, Thompson Bros.. Marcus 
Daly, David Gideon, The Keenes, J. B. Haggin, 
and “Lucky” Baldwin. The latter has in six : 
Rey del Angeles, El Delecado, Umberto, Teodo- 
liu. Veloz and Altiro. Only the first has per- 
formed. So far his form has not been that of 
the champion of 1896— the Futurity winner is 
generally the best of his year. 

Some twenty-five of the eligibles call for con- 
sideration on what they have done and the 
report of quality not yet fully shown. 

It is best to divide this lot into two divisions, 
using the geographical terms of Eastern and 
Western as applied to ownership for grouping 
purposes.

In the western list above are some youngsters 
with which the general public is not well ac- 
quainted. Parthemax was a good colt in Cali- 
fornia, Orestes, W. O’B. Macdonough’s Or- 
monde— Kissing ("rust colt, only has rumor and 
blood for his character. San Mateo was also a 
good colt. He’s in Walter Hobart’s lot. Dolce 
is of high stable report and Crescendo’s sister. 

Two sharpe present figures are not in the Fu- 
turity. They are Arbuckle and Algol. McCaf- 
ferty has but one chance, the Enquirer- Bonnie 
Meade colt. He hasn’t started. 

There is a band of youngsters of high repute 



that must bt included in Futurity notions. 
Dave Gideon’s Iroquois — ("arlotta colt, Eakins, 
is thought to be good enough to win, and will 
be pointed for the race. The Erie Stable Beard’s 
have an idea that Nicholas II, the high priced 
son of St. Blaise and Thora, has a royal chance. 
The Keene’s incline towards Teuny’s brother, 
St. Cloud, aud John Madden has some hope 
about Schultz, his brother to Charade. 

The next thirty daj s will furnish a more defin- 
ite line on Futurity chances. At present George 
Kessler seems to be the best of the ones we know 
by their racing.
